•work from 7 A. M. to 7 P. M. for five days 
a week, and to 2 p. M. on Saturdays, a 
total of 67 hours a week; and his gross 
earnings were $3 75. Ha had to pay 
75 cents for a blower, and 12 cents dues 
to the Union. 
His house rent was 92 


cents a week. This left him $1 96 a 
'•weak, on which to feed, olothe and edu- 
cate his family. 
He had worked for 


three days togetner on dry bread and 
two small herrings each day. 
If bread 


and potatoes were not cheap, ho would 
not be able to live. That is the ooodi- 
tion of workingmen under free trade, 
and that is the condition that would 
, confront them here, if Messrs. Cleveland 
aad Mills had their way.
